Legislation to allow the federal 
reserve system 
to create the 
b anks, financing them b y sell­ 
ing $140.000.000 of stock to the 
treasu ry, was introdu ced in b oth 
hou ses immediately after the 
president’s wishes were made 
known to chairm an of the senate 
and hou se b anking committees. 
The plight of the “small or 
mediu m size" indu strialist was 
stressed b y Mr. Roosevelt, and 
he cited resu lts of a su rvey in­ 
dicating that su ch indu stry was 
b adly in need of $700,000,000 of 
working capital.

SPENT 15 YEARS 
IN FOREIGN LAND 


Tells o f Da ng ers Enco untered 
With the Unciv ilized 
Peo ple. 


The most devastating thing in 
the experience of a foreign mis­ 
sionary is the deadening effect 
of the material development of 
western civilization, in the opin­ 
ion of the Rev. E. R. Moon, pas­ 
tor of the Greensb u rg Christian 
chu rch, who addressed the R u sh­ 
ville Rotary clu b Tu esday at the 
weekly noon lu ncheon at 
the 
Masonic temple. 
The Rev. Mr. Moon spent fif­ 
teen years in foreign missionary 
work and from 
this experience 
gave an ab le discu ssion of the 
su b ject, “Commerce 
and 
Mis­ 
sions.” 
The speaker was introdu ced b y 
Frank Mclntire, who arranged 
for the program, and also had as 
his gu ests, the Rev. C. I. Ste­ 
phenson and 
the 
Rev. 
C. 
A. 
Shake of this city. Other gu ests 
were Franklin Mu llin of Chica­ 
go, J. M. Reynard, a Colu mb u s. 
Ind., Rotarian, J. R. Crawley of 
Greensb u rg, and Lowell Green, 
Jr. of this city. 
In most instances, there is a 
close fellowship b etween trades­ 
men and missionaries in foreign 
lands, the .Rev. Mr. Moon said, 
b u t in the early days of m is­

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INTEREST IN OUR COMMUNITY 
There is no community ap art from those who 


comp ose it. 
There is no community interest ap art from the 
sum total of the individual interests of those 
who make up the community . 
All too often nowaday s the idea p revails among 
a large class that community interest should 
take p recedence over individual interest and 
that, therefore, the community should control 
the individual both for its own good and his as 
well. 
This is false doctrine. It is for each individual 
to work out his or her own destiny , and in doing 
so. build a stronger character and thus develop 
a stronger community through the strength of 
the p eop le living in it. There is no way to re­ 
verse the p rocess. 
Let the community by force dep rive the indi­ 
vidual of his initiative, his ambition, the fruit 
of his labor, or the p ower to shap e his own op in­ 
ion, his own conduct, his faith, and you dep rive 
him thereby of the p ower to build his character 
and to make himself. 
This is not to make excellence p ossible, but to 
p roduce mediocrity . 
This does not enrich the 
community , but imp overishes it. 
The weak, who are in the minority , are alway s 
ready to control and restrict the activities of the 
strong, who are in the majority . 
The p ower to work out our own destiny is what 
we commonly term liberty . But even liberty has 
its limitations, and the misuse of this p ower has 
given rise to the concep tion th at man-made gov­ 
ernment should control hum an conduct. 
Recognition of the rights of others by the in­ 
dividual in shap ing his own life is the essence of 
liberty and failure to do so means the individual 
has failed to attain self-discip line because of ig­ 
norance, greed and selfishness. 
Recognizing the interests of the community by 
all those who comp ose it is the only means of 
building up a strong and p rosp erous communi­ 
ty, but the community should not go too far in 
attemp ting to dep rive the individual of the free­ 
dom to work out his own salvation.

GOVERNOR RUNS LATE 
With the 1935 session of the legislature but 
nine months distant, Governor Paul V. McNutt, 
who has been touring the length and breadth 
j 
of the nation making sp eeches on education, has 
failed to date to ap p oint a commission to codify 
the school laws of Indiana as required by the 
1933 legislature. 
The Governor’s failure to ap p oint this com­ 
mission marks the second time th at Mr. McNutt 
has been tardy in p erforming his duties with re­ 
gard to study commissions th at serve without 
p ay. 
It was only after the newsp ap ers had 
p romp ted him on several occasions th at Govern­ 
or McNutt finally ap p ointed a commission on 
“governmental economy .” 
Although the resolutions adop ted by the 1933 
legislature m andating the Governor to form 
both commissions were op erative and in effect 
up on p assage, Governor McNutt did not get his 
“economy ” commission ap p ointed until January 
which left it less than a y ear in which to do its 
work. The commission to study education, with 
even less time in which to do its work due to 
the Governor's negligence, will find itself con­ 
fronted with a mass of laws to codify which 
have been accumulating since 18 52. Education 
statutes constitute the largest bulk of laws on 
any one subject now on the Indiana Statute 
books.

Athen s, M arch 20 (/P) — Samu el 
In su ll plan s to retu rn to the 
Un ited States after the ex cite­ 
m en t of his case dies down an d 
liv e in America peacefu lly the 
rest of his life, on e of the aged 
fu gitiv e’s Greek attorn ey s told 
the Associated Press today . 
The lawy er, Mr. Xeros, de- \ _ 
clared he was in com m u n ication 
both with In su ll’s ship on the 
M editerran ean an d his Lon don 
solicitors who are han dlin g the 
form er Chicagoan ’s affairs. 
Althou gh In su ll’s destin ation 
rem ain ed more of a my stery 
th an ev er to the pu blic, the a t­ 
torn ey said Mrs. In su ll an d her 
hu sban d’s lawy ers were m ain ­ 
tain in g close tou ch w ith In su ll 
by special code. 
“In su ll seems happy n ow in 
calm w eather,” the lawy er said. 
“W herev er he is goin g n ow, he 
will make his perm an en t home if 
the U m tea States con tin u es to 
persecu te him. 
“Mrs. In su ll will go to Paris 
Satu rday 
an d 
thereafter 
will 
leav e for Lon don w ithin a few 
day s,” Xeros added. 
In su ll may v isit as m an y as 20 
cou n tries before he fin ds a hav ­ 
en , said Xeros. 
“ Mrs. Insull nev er ex pressed 
feelin gs against 
the 
United 
States,” he co ntinued. 
“ They 
wo uld go there no w but are 
afraid fo r their liv es and afraid 
he will no t get justice. 
“ Insull is afraid he may be 
made a fo o l o f, o r ev en ly nched 
by cro wds. 
“ I believ e the questio n is a po ­ 
litical o ne and that later Insull 
will be receiv ed glo rio usly in the 
United States.” 
The lawy er co mpared the case 
to a “ Balkan po litical quarrel.”

turned his co urse westward ear­ 
ly to day , there were stro ng in­ 
dicatio ns he was still heading 
“ so mewhere east o f Suez.”
